The spring beans were planted on St. Valentine's day and the old saying _ SBP oo, Rb yy 
‘Don't cast a clout until May is out’ (a clout is an old word for a coat) (2) Stes eee 
seems out of place when with the temperatures in the low 60s and the heat from the tractor, I 
had to switch on the air conditioning unit to keep the cab cool! No doubt we'll pay for it yet. 
The bees are flying to gather pollen from the early flowers; a good sign that the queens have 
laid or are about to start. I hope the weather will not turn cold and make life difficult for them. 
At the time of writing the ewes are some 7 to 10 days away from lambing and as usual a few 
problems are starting to show up: one or two premature births and the odd case of pregnancy 
toxaemia (low blood sugar levels or hypoglycaemia). The ewes are fed on a high protein sheep 
cake but some will not eat it or they get pushed out of the feed manger, especially the younger 
ones, and this can result in pregnancy toxaemia. 

Despite the weather man telling us that we may be faced with water restrictions next summer, 
we have had a very wet winter and some of the wheat crops are going off (yellow) because they 
have ‘wet feet' for the first time. This year we have had to use a light-weight sprayer towed 
behind the farm bike to try and get the spraying finished but even that got stuck so we shall 
have to wait until the ground dries out. But by then the weeds will be bigger and will need 
something stronger to kill them at double the cost! Oh well, that's the cash flow budget out the 
window (so what's new7).

( The extract below comes from Donald Welford’s collection of family papers. John Whetton was 
Donald's maternal great great grandfather.) 


Extract from ‘Oxford Times' 9th November 1912 

"VETERAN PREACHER ~- The ‘Oxford Journal Illustrated’ had in its issue of October 30th 
last, a photograph-of Mr. John Whetton, standing on the steps of the Wesleyan Reform 
Chapel. Mr. Whetton is in his 82nd year, and has been closely associated with the chapel 
for more than 70 years, having passed through the graces of a scholar in the Sunday 
School classes, and as time proceeded, he became a teacher, and later superintendent of the 
school, finally a preacher. In addition to the latter office, Mr. Whetton holds the position 
of president and treasurer of the Deddington circuit of the Wesleyan Reform Union, and 
amongst his many duties he has the compiling of the ‘Preachers’ Plan’, which is issued 
every three months. Mr. Whetton has been a local preacher for 58 years, having preached 
about 3,000 times, and recently for 8 successive Sundays, three of the occasions being for 
harvest thanksgiving services, and he will deliver a discourse at his own chapel on Sunday 
next. He has travelled to appointments more than 12,000 miles. This is certainly a 
wonderful record. In addition to his religious duties, Mr. Whetton held the office of sub- 
postmaster for 37% years, retiring without pension in 1904. He still holds the office of 
tax-collector, and has done so for some 54 years, having during that time paid mto the 
Inland Revenue Exchequer about £25,000, and at the present time on week days he may be 
seen assisting his grandson, Mr. H. Whetton, in the duties of newsagent, bookseller and 
stationer.” 


GARDENING NOTES 


You live and learn. I always thought of ground-cover as a nice easy way to dodge 
weeding but over the years I've had to change my mind. There is a variety of plants 
which could be used: Comfry, Bugle, Dead Nettle, Ivies and some adventurous gardeners 
use creeping Clematis and even low-growing roses. What you require is cover, dense and 
quick before anything else can get there. But of course that is the snag. I planted Dead 
Nettle some years ago and it did cover the ground, but also climbed up all the other plants 
near it and rooted determinedly wherever its long trailing shoots touched a bit of soil. It's 
a brute to get out and cut back and doesn't even look particularly good. Bugle has an 
attractive dark red variety, too dark to show up against the soil. So I'm coming round to 
the idea (and don't remind me that the Parks Department thought it up years ago) of 
shredded bark. The ground has to be reasonably weed-free for a start and the three or 
more inches of bark are going to cost, but that's what I have in mind for the next patch 
to be replanted.

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THE WAY WE WERE by Buffy Heywood 


There are no entries in the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for March 1848. Here is an account 
from Jackson's Oxford Journal on 10 October 1863 entitled ‘Clever Capture of an Incendiary’: 
"On the ist instant information was received at the Deddington Police Station that a stack of 
barley at Middle Aston was on fire, and that it was supposed to be the act of an incendiary, 
who was suspected to be then on the road travelling towards Deddington. In the meantime Mr. 
Chas. Churchill, grocer and butcher of this town, was going out in his cart, and hearing that a 
rick was on fire near the Oxford road, proceeded towards the spot indicated. Meeting some 
tramps, he asked them where the fire was. They told him, and also stated that they knew "who 
did it", describing the man. Going some distance further on, he met a man answering the des- 
cription, and made a similar enquiry of him. He replied that there was no fire that he knew of. 
Mr. Churchill asked him which way he came. He said from Oxford. Believing from his evasive 
manner that he was the very person who had committed the act, Mr. Churchill resolved to 
dissemble with him in order to procure his apprehension without trouble, and therefore affected 
to believe his statement, remarking that if there really was no fire he need not go any further, 
and turned back, offering to give him a ride as far as Deddington. Thinking all was right, the 
fellow gladly jumped up, and they had not gone far before they came up with the parties Mr. 
Churchill had previously met, when they at once pointed him out as the man who had fired the 
rick. Mr. Churchill still pretended to disbelieve the statement, and said, as they were going the 
same way, they might as well get up and ride together, which they did; and were very shortly 
afterwards met by the inspector of police and two constables, into whose custody he delivered 
the whole party; thus by one clever stroke effecting the capture of both criminal and witnesses."

Readers of the Deddington News may be interested in a summary of my recent letter 
to the Parish Council about the new traffic controls in Chapel Square. "The fact 
that the new pinch points in Chapel Square were introduced without any consultation 
with the Parish Council, prompts the question about who asked for the measures 
taken and who authorised the work. The new points increase hazards for both drivers 
and pedestrians and seem to have been designed by someone without local traffic 
knowledge. The layout now facilitates traffic jams, particularly when drivers 
legally entitled to priority cannot move and drivers from the opposite side who 
have no right of way,in effect controlling the flow and freeing the logjam by 
deciding when and how to move.A further hazard lies in the possibility of access 

to Philcote Street being blocked, and the matter is made worse when a 'convoy' 

of cars crawling or stopped includes a coach. If this pinch-point has to remain, 
the only safe method is to shift the priority to the traffic from the Clifton 

side. A further hazard might arise when traffic stationary at the top of Philcote 
Street waiting to turn left, meets traffic waiting to turn right into Philcote 
Street. The new pinch point helps to block the space for passing as the rest 

of the square is quite lawfully filled up with parked cars".I can only hope that 
other people sharing my concern will also have written to the Clerk to the Parish 
Council.

EDITOR’S REPLY 

Cast month we published a letter from Jo Mace expressing some concern about the proliferation of 
advertisements which, while useful, were possibly crowding out original, reader-generated articles. 
This is a concern that, rightly, surfaces every few years and needs an answer. 

The DN is free because production costs are covered by advertisement revenue. Apart from the 
‘yellow pages’ throughout the magazine, we carry advertisements patched into the editorial text. 
Both are needed to keep the DN afloat and we appreciate the confidence that local enterprises place 
in our circulation figures. I admit to newcomer over-enthusiasm last autumn which led to one ‘ad- 
heavy’ issue. But we do try to keep a balance and the 1997 Christmas DN contained 3 fewer paid 
advertisements than the 1996 Christmas issue. Half-page in-text advertisements disappeared some 
years ago. We only accept 1/4 or 1/6 page. 

Jo Mace also interestingly raised the subject of what kind of articles are included in the DN. I’ve 
talked to past editors about this. The DN is primarily a news publication, there to “report and 
discuss all matters of interest and concern to the readers and encourage their participation” (from the 
DN Policy Statement 1993). We are not a literary magazine. Reports of all kinds pour through my 


letter box, more and more from special interest groups staking their claim to a monthly slot. This is
